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Cuba Bars 
Sending 
Troops to 
Rhodesia

WASHINGTON, May 21 (WP). 
—Cuban Deputy Premier Carlos 
Rafael Rodriguez said in Tokyo 
yesterday that Cuba has no 
intention of sending troops to 
assist black nationalist forces in 
Rhodesia, as it did in Angola. 

The public distinction drawn 
by Mr. Rodriguez between 
Rhodesia and Angola aroused 
cousiderable interest among U.S. 
specialists on Cuba. It represcnts 
nu breakthrough in policy because 
private reports previously show- 
ed that Cuba is trying to draw 
the distinction, a State Depart- 
ment source said. But the fact 
that Mr. Rodriguez expressed the 
difference in public is regarded as 
significant. 

Mr. Rodrigues is regarded as 
second only to Premier Fidel 
Castro in the formulation of 
policy. Mr. Rodriguez also is de- 
scribed as the prime link between 
Cuba and the Soviet Union. He 
is one of the original members of 
Cuba’s Communist party, having 
Joined long before Mr. Castro. 

Soviet Détente Policy 

His remarks were construed by 
U.S. experts as additional evi- 
dence that Havana recognizes 
that further Cuban intervention 
in Africa could have adverse con- 
sequences on Soviet pursuit of 
détente with the United States. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer has said that this rela- 
tionship cannot survive “another 
Angola.” 

A State Department spokes- 
man, Frederick Brown, referring 
to Mr. Rodriguez's comments on 
Rhodesia, said Cuba has to go 
much further before discussions 
could begin on normalizing rela- 
tions. 

““We hope this is an accurate 
description of their intentions.” 
Mr. Brown said. But he added, 
“There is no possibility of any 
discussion - about normalizing 
relations as long as any Cubans 
are stationed anywhere ‘in Africa 
and as long as Cuba continues its 
attacks on U.S. policy in Puerto 
Rico and elsewhere.” ᾿ 

Until those conditions are met, 
Mr. Brown said, the discussion 
about resumption of relations can 
be considered “suspended.” 

There was no indication in Mr. 
Rodriguez's comments that any 
major withdrawal of Cuban 
troops from Angola is imminent.

U.S. A-Dumps 
Contaminate 
Ocean Floors 


Evidence Discovered 


- Of Radioactive Leaks 


By David Burnham 


WASHINGTON, May 21 .NYT). 
—A federal scientist has report- 
ed discovering traces of pluto- 
nium and cesium contaminating 
the ocean floor off the East and 
West Coasts of the United States. 

The radioactive materials ap- 
pear to Lave leaked from thou- 
sands of S6-gallon drums of low- 
level Yadioactive wastes dumped 
into the ocean about 120 miles 
east of the border between Mary- 
land and Delaware, and 35 miles 
west of San Francisco. 

4 description of the underwater 
search of the dumping sreas and 
the discovery of the radioactive 
Materials was presented by the 
International Atemic Energy 
Agency on March 26 by Robert 
Dyer, an oceanographer with the 
EBavirommental Protection Agency. 

Mr, Dyer, 33, said at a briefing 
Wednesday that the contamizs- 
tion, which he discovered using 
the manned submersible Alvin 
and an unmanned submersible 
equipped with a sonar device 


and cameras, “has not yei trans-" 
lated itself into any health ha- - 


zard.” 

The scientist emphasized that 
he was neither for nor against 
the dumping of radioactive wastes 
in the ocean but believed that 
the technical questions involved 
in the prectice should be exam- 


The dumping areas examined 
by Mr. Dyer during the summers 
of 1974 and last year had been 
licensed by the Atomic Energy 
Commission to receive Jow-level 
radioactive wastes from 1940 to 
1970, although relatively little 
was dumped in the last eight 
years of the period. 

The Atlantic dump was used 
for the disposal of about 14,300 
drums of such radioactive ma- 
terials as wiping cloths, coveralls 
and dead experimental animals. 
The oceanographer conducted his 
Search of this area inside the 
Alvin, an underwater research 
vessel operated for the Navy by 
the Woods Mole Oceanographic 
Institution. 

The Pacific dump, located near 
the Farallon Islands west of San 
Francisco, was used to dispose of 
some 47,500 drums of low-level 
material. The search of this area 
Was made with the help of 
Curv 3, an underwater recovery 
vehicle operated by the Navy. 

Core Samples 


In his paper, the oceanographer 
said core samples taken in the 
mud and sand near both intact 
and brokes drums in the Pacific

face sediments 
from 2 to 25 times higher than 
the maximum expected concen-~ 
tration that would have resulted 
from weapons-testing fallout.” ἢ 

Mr, Dyer said his survey found 
cesium contamination in the 
Atlantic dump’ “with concentra- 
tion ranging from 3-70 times 
higher chan the maximum ex- 
pected fallout concentration.” 

Another factor that raised 
questions about dispersal of the 
radioactive material was that 
both the Atlantic and Pacific 
sites were subject'to deep-water 
ocean currents. 

Mr. Dyer found that some of 
the barrels in the Pacific had 
been crushed, apparently because 
of water pressing against air 
pockets left in the material seal- 
ed in the barrels with plugs of 
cement at each end, Many of the 
barrels showed signs of corrosion, 
but none had been breached sole- 
ly by corrosion. 


Doctor Censured 


In U.S. for Polling 
Youth’s Stitches 


MONTGOMERY. Ala., May 21 
(AP'!—The Alabama State Board 
of Medical Examiners has cen- 
sured and placed on a year’s 
probation a white doctor accused 
of removing freshly sewn stitches 
from the arm of a 14-year-old 
black patient who had only $20 
toward the doctor's fee of $25. 

The board declined to revoke 
the medical license of Dr. Bobby 
Merkle, the only doctor in Union- 
town. The censure was for “pro- 
fessional misconduct.” The pro- 
bation requires Dr. Merkle to 
report before the board four 
times during the year. His 
medical practice will not be in- 
terrupted. 

The vote followed a closed-door 
hearing in which the board 
questioned 29 witnesses about the 
charges against Dr. Merkle. 

Dr. Merkle was charged in a 
$50.000 damage suit with remov- 
ing three newly sewn stitches 
fvom Melvin Armstrong's arm on 
July 3, 1974, when the youth told 
him he could ποὺ pay the 825 
fee. Last month, an all-white 
jury awarded the boy's father, 
Robert Arfistrovg, damages of 
$20—the cost of having the wound 
restitched by ἃ physician in a 
neighboring community.

High Court Raveses Ruling

Brandless Products Offered 
Sales Gimmick Brings Clients, 


Troubles to French Stores 
By Michael Goldsmith 


PARIS. May 21 ‘(AP).—One 
of. Europe's largest supermarket 
chains is under attack from com- 
Petitors, manufacturers, adrer- 
tisers and consumer organizations 
because of a sales gimmick that 
has disrupted the French retail 
trade. 

Since April 1, the 38 giant Car- 
refour supermarkets throughout 
France have sold products in 
plain white packaging side-by- 
side with the more expensive 
familiar brands. The products— 
spaghetti to detergents—have no 
visible ties to any brand or manu- 
facturer. 

Similar systems of so-called 
house brands have long been used 
by supermarket chains but the 
gimmick here is that the products 
are nameless, 

Carrefour, which had a turn- 
over of $232 billion last year, 
launched the idea with nation- 
wide publicity and reported that 
it imereased the number of cus- 
tomers by 8 per cent in its first 
four weeks. 

Publicity Denounced 

The sponsor of the idea. 62- 
Year-old distribution tycoon Mar- 
cel Fournter, has been accused by 
competitors of unfair trading 
practices. Advertising agencies 
have denounced the multi-mil- 
lion-dollar publicity campaign for 
the Carrefour producis as false 
and misleading. Manufacturers’ 
associations have tried—umsuc- 
cessfully—to organize a boycott to 
cut off Carrefour's sources of sup- 
ply. Even consumer organizations 
are up in arms, claiming that 
Carrefour offers no proof of its 
assertion that the nameless prod- 
ucts are cheaper and at least as 
good as nationally advertised 
brands. 

The controversial idea came 
from Mr. Fournier’s team of mar- 
keting experts headed by Etienne 
Thil, a former journalist. Only 
50 of the 35.000 products sold 
by the Carrefour chain are af- 
fected by the plan thus far, but 
Mr. ΤῺ] says that it is so suc- 
cessful that it will undoubtedly 
be expanded. 

A spot check in the chain's 
‘215,000-square-foot supermarket 
at Creteil, south of Paris, showed 
that nearly every shopper had at 
least one plain-packege product. 
A two-pound package of nameless 
Spaghetti sold for 2.98 francs (65 
cents), beside a well-known brand 
offered at 3.84 francs (83 cents). 
A ten-pound container of name- 
less detergent cost 22 francs 
($4.78) compared with 27.20 francs 
$5.91) for the same quantity of 
detergent produced by a prom- 
inent multinational corporation. 

Convincing Difference 

‘The price difference varies from 
ἢ to 30 per cent, Mr. Thil said, 
enough to convince thousands of 
housewives to abandon their f2- 
miliar brands, In the first four 
weeks of the campaign, 
nameless products sold by Carre- 


the 


four represented nearly 4 per cent 
of the chain's total turnover and 
nearly 14 per cent of the grocery 
turnover, 

One of Europe’s largest food 
processing firms has refused to 
have anything to do with the 
plan. Its products continue to be 
sold in Carrefour stores, but the 
turnover has dropped sharply, 
Mr. Thi said. 

France's largest coffee pack- 
aging firm took a different atti- 
tude and agreed to supply Carre- 
four’s nameless coffee. “As 8 
result, our sales of this firm's 
brand-named coffee have dropped 
by 20 per cent, but sales of the 
same firm's coffee without 8 
brand name represent about 40 
per cent of all coffee sales," Mr. 
Thil said. 

The record is held by the 
nameless toilet tissue, which has 
captured 60 per cent of Carre- 
four’s tissue sales. Nameless 
candy sales in the first four weeks 
represented 50 per cent of Carre- 
Tour's total, detergents 30 per 
cent, cooking oil 28 per cent. The 
overall average was 30 per cent. 

The real test of the nameless 
products will come this summer, 
when France's two leading con- 
sumer organizations plan to 
publish the first comparative 
tests, comparing them with their 
brand rivals for quality, price and 
packaging. 

“We have nothing to fear," 
Mr. Thil said.

There is a message in the primary returns 
from Michigan and Maryland—and it is. 
oddly. 2 message from Gerald Ford . - . for 
Jimmy Carter. Mr. Ford managed to im- 
prove his condition substantially in both 
contests against former Gov. Reagan. And 
he did so. in our judgment. largely by play- 
ing his strongest card whieh is the pres- 
idency. Mr. Ford had been letting his own 
campaign strategy be defined by his oppo- 
nent.

the President got off his defensive kick—the 
petulance and the retorting and the small- 
bore resentment. And he did so, interest- 
ingly, at more or less the same moment that 
Mr. Carter began to get on one. God knows, 
Mr. Carter has reason to feel set upon from 
8:1 directions and to feel that he has been 
personally targeted in many unfair ways 
by his primary opponents who have sought 
to make his success the issue. But that is 
the invariable fate of front-runners.

‘The question is also an. invariable one: 
Whether the front-runner will succumb to 
the temptation to snipe back, to become 
testy and personal himself. The alternative 
is harder, but in the long ran the only route 
to success. It is to capitalize on one’s 
advantage in leading the field by insisting 
on a kind of quasi-presidential response—Le.. 
sticking to the issues, avoiding nasty cat 
fights and showing a degree of magnanimity 
and stature that is a further attraction to 
voters. 

Mr. Carter’s opponents have accused him 
of being slick. of being long on blather and 
short on hard answers to hard questions. 
Obviously Mr. Carter thinks this is a bum 
rap, and in many respects—especially in 
relation to what his opponents themselves 
have been saying on the issues—it is. But 
there is at least some evidence that this 
charge has fod 8. resonance in many 
voters’ minds and, that being the case, there 
is only one way for him to respond ta this 
charge and overwhelm it, That 15 for him 
to make the necessary extra effort to be 
more specific and better understood. We 
believe his exceptionally good statement on 
nuclear technology—its promises and its 
dangers—delivered last week, was precisely 
the kind of thoughtful, detailed and sophis- 
tdeated ayproach to the issues that Jimmy 


Carter should be taking. 
exchange of abuse with Gov. Brown of 
California in the Maryland primary was 
precisely the wropg kind of approach for 
him to be taking. Are the others “ganging 
up” on him? Of course they are. Did his 
so-called exercise In idealism fall In Mary- 
Jand?

Big Loss Estimated 


Ali Not Money in Bank 


To German Promoters 


MUNICH, May 21 (AP).—The 
Muhammad Ali-Richard Dunn 
world heavyweight title fight 
today was turning into one of 
boxing’s major financial busts, 
With the estimated loss to its 
German promoters at close to half 
a million dollars. 

A report on ticket sales from the 
Bavarian State Travel Service, 
which is handling sales in Ger- 
many for the fisht here early 
Tuesday morning. was even more 
pessimistic than figures used by 
the American co-promoter, Robert. 
Arum of Top Rank, Inc. 

Arum said that, on the basis of 
6.000-7,000 seats sold for the 
12,000-seat Olympiahalie, the 


German fight backere—Promot, 
GMBH ~— could clear about 
$600,000. 

“Their nut is somewhere over 
2 million.” Arum said. “This 
means that they're 2 $400,000 to 
$F 60,000 loser.” 


But the State Travel Service 
said only £500 to 5,000 seats had 
been sold. 

The bath was an unusual one 
in the series of fights involving 
Ali since he won his champion- 
Ship against George Foreman in 
Zaire in 1974 because the losers 
were @ group of private business- 
men, 

In Zaire, millions af dollars 
were spent by the government, 
but the joss was knowingly in- 
curred and justified as an attempt 
to publicize the country and as 
@ present from President Mobutu 
Sese Seko to the Zairean people. 

The governments of the Philip- 
pines and Malaysia participated in 
the promotion of Ali's title 


defenses in Manila and Kuala.

Major money losers for private 
promoters in recent years included 
Foreman’s title defense against 
Joe Roman in Tokyo.

The most notorious flop in 
boxing history was Jack Demp- 
sey’s 1923 fight m Shelby, Mont., 
against Tommy Gibbons, which 
led to the failure of several banks. 

“The Americans like Arum don't 
take big losses in this one because 
they make safe money on selling 
the television rights and don't put 
fouch money up front,” 2 source 
close to the promotion said. “The 
Germans, who perhaps should 
have known better, will have to 
bear it alL” 

Reports, however, that Promot 
was also having trouble paying 
the rent for the arene were denied 
by Olymplapark, GMBH, which 
owns the Olympiahalle, scene of 
the 1972 Olympic basketball final,
